Hong Kong, Oct. 15—A column of

The 
bodies in onbin and forecastle were of 
course In a better state of preservation, 
a ud after an Inspection the captain 
gave it as bis opinion that the entlro 
crew had been poisoned. The attitude 
of each and every man went to prove 
It. Their eyes were open and rolled 
back, their iingers clutched and their 
knees diawn up. 


That derelict was a great find for us. 


Her manifest showed a cargo valued 
at over $2,000,000, and the ship was all 
right above deck. As to the water In 
her hold, we manned the pumps and 
had It out to the last pint in two hours. 
Then we made an investigation to find 
the leak, and we soon discovered that 
a single auger hole had been bored in 
her bottom. The orifice had become 
more or less clogged •svlth seaweed, 
and it would have taken another three 
or four days to have filled the ship. 
We argued that the man 'n the boat 
must have come from the ship. As he 
had got away alone and had provision- 
ed the boat, It must ba\e been after 
the others were dead. He it was, then, 
who had brought about the wholesale 
death of the crew, and he must have 
had a strong motive. That motive was 
discovered when some of the boxes of 
treasure were hoisted out of the laza- 
rette and broken open. Aside front 
one or two boxes, the whole treasure 
business was a fake. Lead had been 
substituted for silver and gold. The 
furs were a cheat and a fraud, and 
the value of the dyestuffs was not 
one-quarter of the sum they were in- 
sured for. A second and closer search 
of the stateroom evidently occupied by 
tbe supercargo gave us the key to un- 
lock the -whole mystery. He had left 
behind him a letter of Instruction sign- 
ed by Alvarez at tbe C'ty of Mexico, 
and from that we learned that the 
name of the dead man was Prado. 
That letter, written In Spanish, wae of 
no aid to us except as far as the two 
names went, but later on, when trans- 
lated Into English, Its contents were of 
"a nature to make a man turn pale. 
The instructions were to do Just what 
had been done. After the Santa Maria 
had reached a certain position he was 
to poison the crew with a certain drug 
prepared and then scuttle the ship and 
take his leave in a small boat. It was 
doubtless figured that If not picked up 
he could easily reach the coast of Chile; 
but, as I have told you, we found him 
dead in bis boat. How his death came 
about I cannot say, as he had food and 
water and had not encountered any 
bad weather. I have always believed, 
however, that In his remorse for the 
awful deed he had done, coupled with 
the terrors of his lonely situation, he 
deliberately drank of the poison which 
had laid the others low. It was before 
the crew became too ill to move about 
that sail was taken off and she was 
made snug against the weather. 


"With the auger hole plugged and a 


part of our crew on board the Santa 
Maria, we laid our course for the port 
of Valdivia, and in due time both 
craft arrived there In good shape. 
The dead had been given burial, of 
course, but there was no lack of other 
proofs. As eoon as tbe plot was un- 
raveled stej s were taken for the ar- 
rest of Aharez in Mexico, and our 
claim for salvage was also filed. Gov- 
ernments move slowly In International 
matters. It was months befere they 
got ready to arrest the man who had 
plotted this sea tragedy. 
He had 


meanwhile continued his career of dis- 
sipation and extravagance, depending 
upon his inc urance money to make ev- 
erything got d. News got to him some- 
how from Taldlvia of the derelict be- 
ing towed in, and he left Mexico and 
hid away In Bolivia. There he was at 
last found, but he cheated the hang- 
man by committing suicide. 
Years 


later the crew of the Homeward got a 
few dollars apiece as salvage money. 
The ship herself was lost at sea with a 
full crew. You may ask why Prado 
did not make a thorough job of scut- 
tling the Santa Maria while he was at • 
It He must have been alone at the 
time, except for the dead around bun, 
and he had a sharp auger to work 
with. Had he bored half a dozen holes 
instead of one the ship would have 
gone down before being overhauled, 
and in that case we could have made 
nothing over finding his corpse in the 
boat The fact would have been en- 
tered on the log and reported, but 
would have caused no comment out- 
side of marine circles. 
Prado was 


probably in a great hurry to get away 
from the death ship, and In his haste 
he bored only the one hole and then 
fled in something of a panic. Had he 
carried his letter away with him it 
would have taken us longer to unravel 
the mystery, though the cheat In the 
cargo must have sooner or later been 
iiscovered. As a plot hatched against 
the insurance companies it never had 
an equal, and as a tragedy of tbe sea 
one must believe that young Prado 
was little short of a devil Incarnate to 
toolly sweep aside the 14 human beluga 
who stood in bis path.

spondent, writing from Tokyo under 
date of Oct 8. 


"I cannot understand," he said, "why 


the powers do not convene a confer- 
ence of plenipotentiary representatives 
and speedily determine a concerted 
policy toward China.

armies are working harmoniously, a 
conflict Is sure to arise if tbe govern- 
ments neglect longer to arrive at a 
definite understanding. In my bum- 
ble opinion the present dynasty must 
be given a chance to return to power, 
and the emperor and court must re- 
tarn to Peking before any effectual 
settlement can be accomplished. 
| "As long as the empress, the court 
and the few thousand imperial forces 
with her are nnaMe to restore a sem- 
blance of government in Peking their 
decrees will be ignored, or at least in- 
effective, and the viceroys who have 
remained passive will, for lack of cen- 
tral authority, soon be at odds with one 
another. 


"Negotiations with 1.1 Hong Chang 


and Prince Ching will be fruitless un- 
less ratified and enforced by a re-es- 
tablished government, for they alone, 
no matter what they promise, cannot 
carry out anything.

The management o£ the New York 


Central system ban decided to award 
prize* to those employees of the track 
department who make the best show- 
ings this year, says the Chicago Rec- 
ord, the prizes will be In the nature 
of Increase In monthly pay. In caso 
the management finds that its plan is 
efficacious It may extend it to affect 
employees of other departments. 


The prises will be awarded about the 


end of the year, after W. J. Wllgua, 
chief engineer, and other officials of 
the system have made a tour of in- 
spection of the tracks. Since the man- 
agement announced its intention the 
supervisors and foremen have been 
principals in a spirited contest to see 
whose showing shall appeal most fa- 
rorably to the prize awarding officials. 


Tho supervisor baring done the best 


work on the entire sjetem will re- 
ceive a monthly advance of $16, and 
the division supervisor having made 
the best showing will be increased $10. 
There are 27 subdivisions on the sys- 
tem, and the foreman on each of thesa 
whose record is the most attractive 
will receive an Increase of |3. The 
most efficient division foremen will 
have their pay increased $5 a month. 


The Chicago and Alton railroad will 


no longer carry news agents or "pea- 
nut butchers" on its passenger trains. 
Continuous complaints by patrons of 
the road against the news agents in- 
duced the management to prohibit 
them from riding on the "limited" and 
other high class trains some time ago, 
and now the order is given for them to 
ride on no trains, says the Chicago In- 
ter Ocean. 
B*or the convenience of 


passengers newsboys of the Union 
News company only will be allowed to 
enter trains while standing at the most 
Important stations on the line, but they 
most leave the trains before they start. 


The Lehigh Valley railroad recently 


ordered all newsboys off its trains and 
others are considering the adoption of 
A similar policy. The general manager 
of one of the leading western roads 
•ays: "We find it Is impossible to pre- 
vent newsboys a* a class from annoy- 
ing passengers by Insisting that they 
buy from them. Frequent complaints 
have been made that newsboys fail to 
return correct change to passengers. 
Sometimes more serious complaints 
are made, such as offering indecent 
literature for sale. I think it would be 
better for travelers If aJl railroads 
abolished newsboys and maintained a 
supply of newspapers and periodicals 
at all Important stations."

Two or three of the 
village* are four or five miles from the 
new line. The houses are placed on 
skids and hauled over to the railroad 
by traction engines.

have been purchased from the Ida&o 
penitentiary by the Oregon Short Line 
Railway company. Two of these dogs 
nave been sent to Laramie, Wy., two 
to Salt Lake City and four to Pocatri- 
lo, Ida, The doffs will be retained at 
these distributed points in order to 
have them Immediately obtainable for 
the pursuits of bandits who may seek 
to rob trains on this line.

SOMETH'NG ABOUT ARMIES. 


Artillerymen Were Once Regarded 


as Mechanics, Not Soldier*. 


Until the time of Charles XII of Swe- 


den the artillery was not considered a 
part of the army. The men serving in 
it were not soldiers, but regarded aa 
mechanics. The officers had no army 
rank. Charles XII gave artillery offi- 
cers a rank and regularly organized the 
artillery Into companies. The battle of 
Pavia demonstrated the superiority of 
the gun in the hands of the Spanish 
Infantry. The musket carried a two 
ounce ball and sometimes brought 
down at one fire two or three mailed 
knights. The French sent a flag of 
truce to remonstrate against tie use of 
Buch barbarous weapons. 


Alexander had four kinds of cavalry— 


the cataphraeti, or heavy armed horse; 
the light cavalry, carrying spears and 
very light armor; the acrobalistre, or 
mounted archers, used for outposts, pa- 
trols and reconnoitering duty, and the 
dimachoe, or troops expected to act ei- 
ther as cavalry or infantry. Alexander 
the Great reorganized his father's ar- 
my. The file or lachos of 16 men was 
the unit; two files made a dilochy; 
two dllochica made a tetrarchy; two 
tetrarchies a toxiarchy; two of these a 
syntagura; 1C of these a small phalanx; 
four of these a totra-phalanga»chy, oth- 
erwise kuown as a large phalanx. 


The Greeks attacked in a phalanx, 


the spears interlocked and shields over- 
lapping. After the first onset the spears 
•wore dronnefl. nnrt the day was decid- 
ed with the sword. The cavalry at- 
tacked the enemy in the rear, if possi- 
ble, and, in case of victory, undertook 
the pursuit.—Pearson's Weekly.

Hour* and Drawl Bl* Pay. 


"A high grade position of which but 


little is known, except to the trade," 
observed a prominent tobacco manu- 
facturer to a Washington Star reporter, 
"Is what is known as the 'flavorer,' the 
man who is responsible for the flavor 
of all the grades of goods made and 
who sees to it that the flavor is kept 
the same year to and year out. It mat- 
ters not where the tobacco that goes in 
them comes from or the conditions tin- 
der which it has grown. Of course to- 
bacco manufacturers endeavor to use 
the same kind of tobacco all the time, 
but circumstances at times render this 
Impossible. 


"As an illustration, our company had 


bought up and stored away enough to- 
bacco to femke up all our brands of 
smoking tobacco and cigarettes for the 
year, when all of a sudden our store- 
houses were dfcstroyed by fire, and our 
stock went out of existence. 
There 


was no more tobacco of that particular 
grade to be bought, and we were driv- 
en Into new fields. The tobacco being 
raised on «. different soil and being 
slightly different as- far as seed and 
stem were concerned, the flavor was 
also different 
Smokers, and chewera 


as well, Insist on the same flavor all 
the time. 


"Here is where the flavorer comes In. 


By Ws art and skill he can make to- 
bacco that grows on low lands taste 
and smell the same as that grown on 
high lands. 
He can make tobacco 


grown during a dry season take the 
same flavor as that grown during the 
rainy season. Tobaccos grown at dif- 
ferent ends of the same state or in dif- 
ferent Btatee are by his treatment the 
same, as far as the consumer is con- 
cerned. 
He draws big money; but, 


though he comes high, as the traveling 
show companies say, 'we must have 
them.' 


"As may be imagined, there are not 


many who are competent to do the 
•work, and as a result they range in 
salaries all the way from $8 to $10 per 
day of about one hour's actual work. 
They are employed, however, but about 
niine months in each year."

LOST ITS FIRST OFFICER 


Lieutenant Fernald of 26th Regiment 


Drowned In Phillpplnee 


'A member of the 
z«th regiment 


writes as follows from Iloilo: 


In the death of Lieutenant Roy L. 


Fernald, the 26th Infantry Kst Us Hrst 
officer by death. While the regiment 
was In Plattsburg two resigned, but 
they were go little known by the men 
that their loss was not felt. In the 
ease of Lieutenant Fernald It !s differ- 
ent. He came to the island with the 
regiment; served in severe campaigns 
and in fights and he was liked by all 
who knew him. Universal sorrow is 
expressed on all sides that he should 
be lost to ths regiment and particular- 
ly that his should have been a death 
by drowning. 


But few particulars are known at 


this writing about the way he lost his 
life, as communication is at 
times 


somewhat difficult. 
Th^ rainy season 


has made brooks rivers, and rivers 
floods. It is reported that Lieutenant 
Fernald, Lieutenant Fales and an or- 
derly were riding together on some 
kind of duty and that it was necessary 
to cross a river. The current was un- 
usually strong and the .horses were 
swept from their feet. 
Lieutenant 


Fales had a narrow escape, but finally 
made his way back to the shore, as 
did the orderly Lieutenant 
Fernald 


and his horse sank from sight, but the 
horse afterward came up and managed 
to reach the shore. 


It is known that Lieutenant Fernald 


was in the habit of carrying a rifle belt, 
which was a wise precaution Tn the 
country in which he was doing duty. 
The probabilities are that 
when he 


went under the weight of the ammuni- 
tion was too much for him and pre- 
vented him from swimming to shore. 
The body has not yet been recovered. 


SOLDIERS' CHRISTMAS BOXES 


Those for the Philippines Must be Sent 


Within Short Time 


Christmas is coming, and although it 


is still some time ahead, those who are 
planning to send boxes to soldier 
friends in the Philippines will have to 
be stirring, and will be interested in 
the proper way to senld them. Miss 
Sarah B. Hunt, former state regent of 
the Massachusetts society Daughters of 
the Revolution, has received a letter 
from the quartermaster general of the 
army in the Philippines, containing 
directions 
how to 
send 
Christmas 


boxes to the soldiers and sailors there. 


They will be sent free of chargfe on 


the Buford, which sails for 
Manila 


about November 1. They must arrive 
at pier 22, Columbia stores, Brooklynl, 
N. Y., \\ith express charges paid, in 
season to be loaded. 


The boxes must be of wood, securely 


nailed and legibly addressed, with the 
name and rank of the man for whom 
each is intended. 
The company and 


regiment, or ship on which the man 
serves must be designated. 


Nothing perishable should be sent, 


nor explosives such as matches. The 
boxes should not exceed 20 pounds in 
weight.

Correspondent's View of Now Reitrlc. 


lions to Marriage 


Eocaj correspondent In Springfield 


Republican: 


"The position taken by the members* 


of the north Berkshire ministerial as- 
sociation on the subject of marrying 
strangers and divorced persons is in- 
teresting, and so far as known, some- 
what originial as it Is not understood 
that the ministers in any other part 
of the state have taken such action. It 
has been commonly supposed that the 
law providing for marriage licenses 
formed a pretty good safeguard against 
improper marrtagres, but it has not so 
proved in every instance, as some of 
the North Adams ministers can attest. 
and hence with their brethren at Ad- 
ams, Williamstown 
and 
Stamford, 


they have seen flt to put up a little 
fence of their own. 


"Of course, when a marriage lleense 


is issued, it is supposed to show that 
there are no legal objections to the 
union of the couple named, but the 
ministers have some notions of their 
own as to the fitness of things in such 
matters, and have taken their present 
position from a sense of duty to them- 
selves and to society. It is a position 
to which few contemplating marriage 
will object, and those who do object 
will doubtless be able to find plenty of 
"non-union" ministers who 
will 
be 


ready to do the "hitching" at the usual 
rates, and without adding to the cate- 
chising done by town and city clerks. 


The members of the association will, 


however, protect themselves from em- 
barrassment in connection with 
this 


part of their duties and it is not prob- 
able that cases will be common in 
which they will feel called upon to 
rteoUne to officiate. What they ask is 
that one or both parties to a marriage 
contract shall give satisfactory evi- 
dence, aside from the marriajre license, 
of their right to marry, and in the 
case of divorced persons they will only 
marry the innocent party who has se- 
cured divorce on the ground of adul- 
tery."
